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With the June 1965 issue, Africa Report began 

its tenth year of publication. It seems an ap- 
propriate moment in time to review the road we 
have travelled and to set forth our plans for the 
future. 


The first issue of Africa Report—or Africa Spe- 
cial Report, as the magazine was known from 
1956 to 1961—was a four-page typescript news- 
letter. By 1958, as indicated in the chart on page 
48 of this issue, it had grown to 16 pages, by 
1962 to 24, and by 1964 to 32 pages. We are 
currently publishing 11 issues of 40 or more 
pages each, plus a 16-page year-end index. Since 
1963, we have extended our news coverage to 
include North Africa as well as the sub-Saharan 
countries. A still larger magazine, with more 
feature articles of reportorial or analytical char- 
acter per issue, is planned for 1966, when we 
introduce a revised publishing schedule based 
on the academic year. 

Beginning in 1966, Africa Report will appear in 
January, February, March, April, May, June, Oc- 
tober, November, and December; there will be no 
July, August, or September issues. The maga- 
zine will be increased from its present base size 
of 40 pages to 56 or more pages. The October 
issue will include an additional section for cov- 
erage of ‘“News-in-Brief’ during the summer 
months. This adjustment in schedule is designed 
primarily to give our very small resident editorial 
staff the kind of summer breathing space re- 
quired to permit more regular travel to Africa, 
attention to long-term research projects, and 
general editorial planning without the pressure 
of deadlines. It also takes into account the peri- 
patetic character of many of our readers during 
the summer months, as evidenced by the very 
large number of address: changes requested for 
this period each year. 


The basic purpose of the magazine remains 
unchanged: Africa Report is an independent, seri- 
ous, non-partisan, factual, and analytical journal 
intended for an audience which includes policy- 
makers, teachers, scholars, students, institutions, 


businessmen, and concerned citizenry in the 
United States and Canada, as well as in Europe, 
Africa, and Asia. 


Much of the growth and development of Africa 

Report has been financed by a steadily 
growing roster of paid subscribers or purchasers 
—now numbering nearly 10,000 per month, spread 
over six continents—plus a thriving business in 
back copies and modest but increasing advertising 
revenue. While our aim is to bring the maga- 
zine to a self-supporting stage, we recognize this 
is a goal rarely achieved by a specialist publi- 
cation in these times, and therefore gratefully 
acknowledge a decade of moral and financial 
sustaining support from our publisher, the African- 
American Institute. 


The editor has full responsibility for the edi- 
torial content, character, format, staff, and ad- 
ministration of Africa Report. Views expressed 
in the magazine, therefore, do not necessarily 
reflect those of the African-American Institute 
on any specific aspects of current African affairs. 


he editorial policy is simply stated. Under 
present editorship, Africa Report is primarily 
concerned with reporting the facts and under- 
standing the dynamics of political, economic, and 
cultural developments in present day Africa. The 
magazine reflects the editor's conviction that it is 
unrealistic to try to fit the countries and per- 
sonalities of a transitional, revolutionary Africa 
into solidly fixed ideological or operational cate- 
gories. Africa Report seeks rather to help readers 
grasp the complexity and fluidity of the situations 
within which African states and leaders find 
themselves and to look at these situations and 
the leaders’ and pressure groups’ range of op- 
tions without projecting into them American 
stereotypes, mores, or expectations. Toward this 
end, we not only publish articles which are ob- 
jective in intent, but also some which pursue 
personal and perhaps controversial lines of an- 
alysis that we believe deserve full hearing. The 
article by G. Mennen Williams on page 12 of 
this issue is an example of still a third type of 
writing found. in our pages—the periodic explora- 
tions or expositions of the policies of other na- 
tions toward Africa. 


In all cases, articles are selected, and pains- 
takingly shaped, with one overriding editorial ob- 
jective in mind—to put another small piece of 
the unfolding African drama into place.
